There are few details of 
the massacre, as the only survivors were 
two boys, who were more dead than alive. 
Lambert, his wife and four children were 
killed and scalped. One of the little bovs[ 
was shot in the side, the ball makin^'a 
hole in his body large enough to adnm a 
man's arm. The other was shot in the 
back and beiten in the head with the 
hatchet of a squaw. Both were undoubt- 
edly left for dead. They were ferried 
over to Wolf point oc a log raft, and were 
still living when the Eclipse passed down 
Monday. Lambert was a half-breed, noted 
for his friendliness to the whites and 
thrift as a "wood-Hawk." He was born 
in the country, and was considered ouu of 
the reliable men of the Upper Missouri.

Dunker services are interesting. The 


c! urch (edifice is invariably a simple, 
barnlikJ3 structure, white, with drab shut- 
ters witjhout, and fitted with plain pine 
benches and kerosene lamps within. The 
"professors," 
or believers, occupy the 


middle; the benches face the centre and 
arc raised one row above the other, as in a 
theatre. There is no pulpit. The preach- 
er is a farmer, and draws no salary. He 
is chosen for his piety, eloquence and in- 
telligence, 
from among his brethren,

one

each Sunday while the others are sent 
about the country to other worshipers 
would call ''missions." The church pays 
the expenses of the preachers while they 
are at work. The Dunker men are all 
seated together on one side of the edifice, 
the women are together opposite. The 
men are uncovered, because St. Piml said 
men should be while at worship. The 
women wear linen caps because of the 
same authoritative suggestion. The men 
wear their hair long and parted in the 
middle because the Saviour is so repre- 
sented. For the same reason their beards 
are never bhaved. They wear shoit frock 
coats, rounded at the corners, because the 
original emigrants to this countiy wore 
a similarly shaped garment, and it is not 
fashionable to pay any attention to fash- 
ions. The women wear plain, tight-fit- 
ting dresses, and cover the fronts thereof 
with white aprons. They are nearly all 
happy. 


"Uur most serious trouble," said a 


preacher, "was over the admission of 
[loops; but while we argued with the wo- 
men about them they went out of fashion I 
and were no longer desired. The women 
liad declared them to be necessary, but 
this proved them to be mere vain orna- 
ments. You see, we adopt whatever we 
believe is useful, as we adopted buttons 
when they were invented, although the 
'Omish' have not done so yet " 


A DunKer Sunday service is like a 


Methodist observance except on commu- 
nion Sundays; then the form observed is 
truly novel. After preaching, prayers, 
and song, two deacons gird themselves 
with towels, as the Saviour once did, and 
two others carry large tin basins of water. 
Four women on the other eide of the 
house act similarly. In groups of half a 
dozen the brethren and sisters ""advance 
to the front bench, divest their feet of 
shoes and stockings, and, those members 
are washed and dried by the basin and 
towel bearers. The feet are clothed again, 
the six men and women retire, and anoth- 
er gioup comes forward and receives the 
same treatment, with the washing and 
drying of all the feet the ceremony ends. 
Then brethren and sisters assigned to 
the service descend to the basement and 
prepare (by the help of a well-filled lar- 
der and a roaring log fire) great basins 
of beef soup and platters of boiled beef 
and sliced bread, and bring these edibles 
up into the church, where the backs of 
some of the seats have already been i 
belted and laid upon the backs of other 
benches, so that a number of long tables 
iiave been formed. Cloths are laid, the 
bowls and plates of soup and beef and 
bread are distributed, 
and

is 
begun. 
None 
but 
Dunkers 


are permitted to take part in this devo- 
tion, for they are very strict, close com- 
munionists. The sacrament proper (the 
drinking of wine and breaking of bread) 
terminates the feast. At the close of the 
services the preacher kisses the nearest 
brother, the brother kisses the one near- 
est him, and so they "pass it round," in 
jrofane parlance, until the last and fur- 
:hest brother has received the salutation, 
when he completes the ceremony and the 
circle, by advancing and kissing the 
ireacher. Then a xtoman kisses another 
sister, and the operation is repeated on 
the other side of the house. In the even- 
ng a meal is1 spread in the basement for 
all who choose to come, and for those 
who wish to stay all night, Dunker or 
not, beds are prepared and breakfast is 
"urnished in the morning. 


The Dunkers baptize by immersion, 


dipping the convert three times forward, 
nstead of backward, as the Baptises do.
